Since, the approval o:‘ 
thè Dick law copies of* all general or­ 
ders issu-ed by Secretary, of Wai 
Root, General Hiles or Adjutant Gen­ 
eral Corbin have been received by 
regimental commanders of the Illi­ 
nois national guard and by the in- 
s^ tor general: 


It is expected officers from tho 
re^lar army will inspect the nation­ 
al ^ardsmen at Camp Lincoln anc 
that opportunity will be offered next 
fall for members of ^he national

Dick law at the request of Governor 
Yates without expense to themselves 
or to the state.;

' Adjutant General Scott, who has 
just taken up his duties in that of­ 
fice; evidently looks forwafd to the 
next encampment with much interest 
and personal pride. He is a soldier 
i>f the old school and, although he 
frankly admits that he is not as yet 
fully informed as te the work which 
will come under his administration, 
hê is confident that the adoption of 
the Dick law and concurrently the re­ 
vision éf the Illinois military code 
will have an amelioratofy effect on 
the Illinois national guard. 


"I think the Dick law is a good, 
le,” said Colonel Scott to day. "It 
inspires the militíaman with the idea 
that ^ is in fact çs well as in theory 
a pail^ of the national defense.

An>oificer otthe organized militia on the 
recommendation of the governor may at­

$1 per day while in actual attendance on. 
the course of instruction. 


There seems to be some doubt as to 
whether under the Dick law the federal 
government is required to furnish am­ 
munition to the militia. 
It is believed» 
however, that the government is rociuired 
to furnish ammunition suitable to the new 
arms, round for round, without.charging 
the same to the allotment out of the* an­ 
nual appropriation made ^y the United 
States under section 1 ,^ of the revised* 
statutes. 


Colonel Scott is one of the most unas­ 
suming of citizens. 
He is a well-to-do 
business man and conducts a general dry 
goiods store in Fairfield. He was on Gov­ 
ernor Fifer’s staiï, but has not had much 
to do with militia affairs of late years. 
However, he has a long, civil war record 
and was breveted major by President Lin­ 
coln. H^e has been active in Wayne coun­ 
ty and southern lyinois politics and was 
a commissioner of the Chester peniten­ 
tiary under Governor Tanner, a position 
which he resigned when Richard Yates 
was installed as governor. 


Colonel Scott alsb served as postmaster 
of Fairfield under the administration of 
President Garfield. . 


In addition to the usual duties of adju­ 
tant general Colonel Scott: will 
have 
charge of the arsenal at Springfield. 


Cfoloncl Scott says he does not intend to 
remove his family to Springfield or to 
changjB his "^ibusiness arra^ements at 
Fairfield. "Of course my office will be at 
Springfield,” said he, “and I shall spend 
conslderaMe time there, but my home 
will remain at Fairfield.'^ 
; 


No intimation has ^been received by 
Colonel Scoti as to thé probability of the 
state militiamen going Into a national en­ 
campment, 
under the Dick law this 
may be done on request of Governor 
Tates.. It. is suggested, however, that 
some of the Illinois compantes may drill 
with the regulars at Fort Riley or some 
other western* point.

AGRICULTURAL 


SCHOLARSHIPS 
Secretary W. L. Pillsbury, of the 
University of Illinois, has recently 
issued a leaflet explaining the fret 
scholarships f»ffered in the college of 
agriculture and 
household science 
school. There is one for each college 
from.each county, the Illinois Fann­ 
ers’ institute in the one case and the 
county Domestic Science association 
in the other case to recQnuiKind the 
applicants. 
Candidates who have a 
good high school education or its 
equivalent are eligible to appoint­ 
ment as special students at 16 years 
of age. 
Young men who cannc/t 
meet these requirements arc eligible 
to, appointment as special students at 
16 3^cars of age, provided that all ^ 
admitted must take half their studies^ 
in the preparatory school until they 
lave either reached the age of 18 or 
lave fully satisfied the entrance re­ 
quirements. Yoting wonien to be d i­ 
bble as candidates for admission as 
special students in household science 
must be 18 years of age. 
All as­ 
signments made in the college of 
agriculture shall be without tuition 
or fee of any kind except laboratory 
’ecs in certain subjects, *and that as­ 
signments in the preparatory school 
shall i>e with a fee of $2 per subjcbt 
per semester. Tltese scholarships are 
food for two' years and in case the 
lolder shall meet, the entrance re- 
quirei^nts within the two yea re the 
jienefits of the scholarship will be 
extended four years further.
